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KOUSSEYA, Egypt, June 
22, (Agencies): Forty-seven 
Egyptian pilgrims, induding 
27 children, were burned or 
trampled to death in a blaze at 
remote monastery today, a 
mior official said. 

Most victims, were sic 
children crushed in a stami 
panicking Christian 
inside the 4th century walled AJ 
Muharraq - monastery, said 
Assiut Governor Mohammed 
Abdel Halim, Moussa. 

In a telephone interview, he 
ruled out sabotage and said 
carelessness by some of the 2,000 
visitors celebrating a religious 
festival started the blaze in the 
early morning. 

Only seven bodies found 
inside the monastery grounds 


were identified and the 40 others 
were charred beyond recogni- 
tion, he said. Fifteen people, 
including two Muslim^, were 
injured. 

“Negligence and insufficient 
fire-fighting equipment are res- 
ponsible for the fire which gutted 
about 140 tents,” he said. 

Arrest 

, None of the SO monks at the 
monastery, which has 30-acres 
(12 hectares) of grounds,- was 
injured. Moussa said the build- 
ing was still intact 

But, police Maj. Gen. Hassan 
Ebeid, the local security com- 
mander, said the fire tvas started 
by the explosion of a ‘ butane gas 
bottle which a street vendor was 
using to light up his displays. It 


spread to a nearby power gen- 
erator, causing it to explode in 
turn. 

The flames quickly swept 
through at least 50 tents, killing 
or injuring their occupants. 

Authorities ordered the arrest 
of the duck-pea vendor, iden- 
tified as Sabry Shehaia, and he 
was apprehended after a futile 
attempt to escape. 

Barns 

The A1 Muharraq monastery 
was built by Egyptian Copts, on 
a spot where, according to tradi- 
tion, the Holy Family stayed for 
three years when they fled Pales- 
tine. 

“All I know is I was surroun- 
ded by fire and gradually smoke 
choked me,” said 25-year-old 
Sarnia Girgis, sobbing and 


imploring nurses at the local 
state hospital to help find her 
missing family. 

She was limping and burns on 
her thigh had been bandaged. 

Twenty-year-old housewife 
Hanan Saad also said from her 
hospital bed she did not know 
what started the blaze. 

“Fire caught my night-gown 
in my sleep ..Iran around aimles- 
sly, I next found myself in hosp- 
ital," she said. 

Magdi Naim, a farmer who 
said he visits the monastery every 
year for the festival said fire 
engines were slow to arrive and 
. the blaze,- lasted seven hours 
before it was extinguished. 

Moussa said he had ordered 
rescue iMnM, fire engines and 
ambulances in future to be pos- 
ted near the tourist attraction.

Deputy Premier and Foreign 
Minister, Sheikh Sabah A1 
Ahmed, commenting on the 
Toronto summit^ told reporters: 
“We are happy with this 
statement which is a positive 
development in the position of 
these countries, toward Arab 
causes and their, understanding 
of the situation in the occupied 
territories." 

Protests 

The leaders expressedsupport 
for an international peace con- 
ference, opposed by Israel but 
long backed by the Arabs. They 
also said Palestinian protests in 
Israeli occupied territories 
showed the stratus quo was 
untenable. 

But Sheikh SHbah added: “If 
these countries frant to preserve 
their credibility^ they must stick 
to the dedsionjand not deviate 
from it, especially when discuss- 
ing the issue! in the United 
Nations." . 

The United \ States backs an 
international conference only as 
a prelude to direct Arab-Israeli 
talks. It has repeatedly vetoed 
resolutions critical of Israel in the 
UN Security Council. 

Sheikh Sabah also hailed the 
summit's condemnation of 
terrorism and acts of air piracy, 
including the hijacking last April 
. of a Kuwaiti airliner.

Syrians seal off 
‘hostage hotel’ 


LONDON, June22, (Agencies): 
Syrian forces have sealed off an 
area in southern Beirut in which 
they believe 1 5 Western hostages 
are beingheld. Britain's Indepen- 
dent newspaper said today. 

The report quoted Syrian 
intelligence officers as saying the 
hostages were being held by 
members of the lran|an-backed 
Hezbollah militia in an area no 
bigger than 1,000 yards (metres) 
square inside the Hay Madi 
barracks. 

Thereport in the Independent 
supported a story published in 
the Mail on Sunday of June 5 that 
all the hostages had been trans- 
ferred to the barracks, a single 
storey building with several 
basements dubbed the “hostage 
hotel." 

The Independent said the 
evidence had come from mem- 
bers of the Amal militia held for a 
time during its recent fighting 


with Hezbollah and from tip-offs 
and observation. 

It quoted the security men as 
saying there was no prospect of 
freeing, the hostages by force. 
Further negotiations, they said, 
were required with Hezbollah.

“They 
estimated there were 250 guards 
in the building with many more 
in the surrounding areas. Amal 
officers said there were at least

UK legislators return 
with Iranian pledge 


LONDON, June 22, (AP): Four 
British lawmakers returned from 
Tehran today saying the Iranians 
offered to use their influence to 
■ secure the release of British cap- 
tives in Lebanon. 

But the lawmakers said they 
could not raise the plight of 
American hostages because they 
found the anti-US atmosphere 
too strong. 

They railed their visit a suc- 
cess, saying they received indica- 
tions that three British captives 
believed held by pro-Iranian 
groups were alive. 

But they said the visit elicited 
no. concrete information about 
any of the 18 foreigners held in 
Lebanon. 

Victims 

They said they raised the fate 
of the three Britons with three 
senior Iranian officials. Lord 
Tordoff quoted Deputy Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Javad 
Larijani as saying “We are 
against hostage-taking. We are 
ourselves victims ofhostage- tak- 
ing. But we are willing to use our 
good offices. It takes a lot of 
patience.” 

Delegation leader Cyril Town- 
send said he was unable to accede 
to request a support group for 
American journalist Terry 
Anderson, to press for a US 
delegation to be allowed into 
Iran. 

“I have to say the reaction to 
any reference to the United 
States as such would have been ; 
totally counter-productive," he 


stud. 

The Iranians, he said, had an 
obsession about the United 
States and they saw the United 
States in a very different category 
to Western Europe. So the Iran- 
ian lever for American hostages 
in the Lebanon is not one which. 
one ran can easily pull, he said. 

The lawmakers said the Iran- 
ians asked for help in locating 

four of their nationals kidnapped 

in Lebanon in 1982, and the 
delegation promised to do all it 
could. 

The four lawmakers arrived at 
London’s Heathrow Airport, 
accompanied by Church of 
England envoy John Lyttle who 
had also been m Tehran. They 
refused 4o comment and 
immediately went to Lambeth 
Palace to report to Archbishop 
of Canterbury Robert Runcie, 
who organised the visit. 

The Islamic Republic News 
Agency, quoted one of the Brit- 
ish Members of Parliament, 
Robert Hicks, as saying last 
night that the “time is ripe” for 
Tehran and London'to improve 
relations after years of strain. 

• IRNA quoted Deputy Prime 
Minister Ali Reza Moayyeri as 
saying last night that Iran “will 
ask its friends m Lebanon to help 
locate” Britons kidnapped by 
Shi’ ite militants. 

But he said that in return, 
Britain had to help locate and 
free three Iranians who have 
been missing in Lebanon since 
1982.

Amritsar tense as 
Sikhs kill 5 people 


AMRITSAR, June 22, (UPI): 
Suspected Sikh militants killed 
five people today in the state of 
Punjab, pushing to at least 66 the 
death toll in four days of violence 
linked to the extremists' drive for 
independence, police said. 

In-t^e Sikh holy qity of Amrit- 
sar, seairitypersonnel enforced 
ah iiidefimte curfew dapped oh 
selected neighbourhoods to 
prevent communal violence a 
day after two bombs planted by 
Sikh extremists killed at least 32 
people and injured 75 others. 

Home Minister Buta Singh 
said the Sikh militants were beat 
on setting religion against 
religion. 

“Communal harmony should 
be maintained at all costs," he 
said in an urgent appeal. 

Hindus, enraged by the bomb- 
ings, had attacked several Sikhs 
shortly after the explosions, 
prompting the curfew. 

Protest 

Shops and businesses in cur- 
few-free portions of Amritsar 
were closed all day yesterday in a 
strike called by Hindu fun- 
damentalist groups to protest the 
bombings. No incidents

The assailants then turned 
their Chinese-made assault rifles 
on a Punjab State Electricity 
Board employee passing by on a 
motorcycle, killing him, police 
said. The killers escaped on 
motoiscooters. 

Sarabjeet £igkgh, deputy com- 
missioner for Amritsar district, 
described the city as “tense but 
under control.” 

The attack raised to at least 66 
the number of people slain in 
northern India since Sunday in 
attacks linked to the extremists’ 
campaign to establish in Punjab 
the independent theocratic 
nation ofKhalistan. 

Ripped 

The worst of the bloodshed 
was yesterday's attack in Amrit- 
sar, in which two time bombs 
ripped through an intersection 
packed with hundreds of pedes- 
trians leaving large markets near 
the Golden Temple. 

Police officials said they susp- 
ected the bombs were set by the 
Babbar Khalsa, one of the largest 
extremistgroups. 

The official death toll was put 
at 25, but a United Press Inter- 
national reporter counted 32 
bodies brought to the morgue of 
Amritsar's civil hospital from the 
scene of the tragedy. 

AA. Siddiqui, a deputy ins- 
pector-general of Punjab police, 
said that law enforcement 
officials had launched an exten- 
sive operation aimed at suspeo- 
'ted Babbar Khalsa hideouts. 


Canada expels 17 Soviets 


TORONTO, June 22, (Reuter): 
The Canadian government has 
expelled 17 Soviet diplomats on 
charges of industrial espionage. 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney 
said yesterday. 

Mulroney confirmed the spy- 
ing charges but provided few 
details at a news conference at the 
conclusion of the economic sum- 
mit of the seven major indus- 
trialized democracies. 

“I can confirm to you that we 
took some strong action last 
week,” the prime minister told 
reporters. 


Two of the diplomats are being 
sent home from the Soviet 
embassy in Ottawa and ax others 
from the Soviet consulate in 
Montreal, government officials 
said. 

Nine other Soviet diplomats 
who have already left the country 
have been told not to return to 
Canada, the officials said. 

The expulsion order was- 
delivered to Soviet officials last 
week in the form of a diplomatic 
protest, said one official who 
asked not to be identified.

Fields set alight 


Commandos trying 
to infiltrate Israeli 
border captured 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
June 22, (Agencies): Troops cap- 
tured four Palestinian comman- 
dos who tried to infiltrate into 
Israel from Lebanon today as 
Palestinians in occupied areas 
staged a general strike and set fire 
to Israeli land. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir praised the soldiers who 
forced the commandos to surren- 
der after a half-hour battle at the 
borderfence in which three of the 
commandos were shot and sligh- 
tly wounded. There were no 
Israeli casualties. 

“This time they caught them 
living which will gi\*e us an 
opportunity to receive more 
information on alt these repeated 
attempts to infiltrate the 
Galilee.” Shamir told reporters. 

Security sources said the four 
commandos from George 
Habash's Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), 
were on their way to carry out an 
attack in Israel when they were 
spotted near Kiar Yuval. 

The commandos were armed 
with machine-guns, explosives, 
and. rocket-propelled grenade 
launchers, and were forced to 
undress to their underwear 
before being taken to hospital in 
Israel, the sources said. 

“Our commando members 
carried out an operation in Israel 
and we are responsible for 
them,” the PFLP said in a 
statement released in Lebanon. 

The group did not mention 
casualties or the target of the 
failed infiltration. 

Identified 

In anotberstalement in Beirut, 
the PFLP identified three of the 
four captured commandos as 
Mahmoud Raja A1 Kurdi, 20, 
Zuheir Abdelrahma Karoum, 

1 7, and Khodr Daoud Naser. 19. 

It quoted letters written by the 
three before the operation vow- 
ing to continue the struggle 
against Israel. 

Fields were set alight through- 
out the country ana police said 
they believed Palestinian nation- 
alists were behind some of the 
arson attacks. 

Fields between the Israeli 
Arab village of Kafr Kassem and 
the West Bank town of Kalkilya 
were set on fire, police said. 


Fires were also started in two 
areas east of the coastal town of 
Ashkelon. Police said at least one 
was started by arsonists. 

Four other fires raged through 
fields in different pans of the 
country, hut police were still 
investigating if they were started 
by Palestinian nationalists. 

The leaders of the uprising 
called on Palestinians to till their 
fields today, declared “the day of 
returning to the land." while set- 
ting fire lo Israeli agriculture, 
fields and forests. 

Police arrested four Arab sus- 
pects last night after 50 acres (20 
hectares) of forest in northern 
Israel were burned and following 
three other arson attempts. 

Shamir 

The report of arsons came as a 
new public opinion poll showed 
most Israelis favour a com- 
promise on the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Asked about the recent wave 
of arson that has damaged 
thousands of acres (hectares) of 
Israeli land, Shamir said: 

“There are certain things that 
demand certain reactions. I see 
the arsons as a very serious mat- 
ter. The arsons that also lead to 
murders are in my eyes worse 
than fundamentalism." 

In the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, Palestinians observed a 
general strike called by under- 
ground leaders of the six-month- 
old uprising protesting against 
Israeli occupation. 

Stores and businesses closed, 
public transportation ground to 
a halt, and fewer Arab workers 
arrived at their jobs in Israel. 

In the Gaza Strip, troops clam- 
ped a curfew on the Shatti 
refugee camp after women's 
demonstrations there. The 
Jabalya camp was also placed 
under curfew. 

Trade Minister Arid Sharon 
appealed publidy yesterday for 
Shamir to sack Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin for his handling 
of the unrest. 

“If he is incapable of restoring 
peace to the land of Israel, then 
the prime minister must replace 
him with somebody else, and I 
am not promoting myself in this 
mauer," Sharon told lawyers in 
Jerusalem. 


Probe tear gas deaths, 
Amnesty asks Israel 

ical evidence of tear gas-related 
deaths for several reasons. 

Palestinians were wary about 
agreeing to post-mortems on 
relatives for religious and other 
reasons, and hospitals in the 
territories lacked equipment to 
carry out detailed autopsies. 

The few autopsies carried out 
by Israeli authorities had 
attributed deaths to heart 
attacks, but none of the reports 
was made available to relatives, it 
said. 


LONDON, June 22, (Reuter): 
Amnesty international urged 
Israel to investigate reports that 
use of tear gas by its troops in the 
occupied territories had caused 
the death of at least 40 men, 
women and babies. 

The London-based inter- 
national human rights organisa- 
tion said members of the Israeli 
Defence Force (IDF) had thr- 
own or fired tear gas intended for 
open-air use into houses, clinics, 
schools, hospitals and mosques 
in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. 

Local medical staff reported in 
the past few months that tear gas 
appeared to have caused or con- 
tributed to the deaths of more 
than 40 Palestinians, it said. 

“Almost all the alleged victims- 
belonged to sections of the 
populations vulnerable to tear 
gas inhalation — babies, the 
elderly and sick people, par- 
ticularly those with respiratory 
diseases.” 

Amnesty said it had little clin- 


Amnesty said that despite its 
lack of evidence, patterns of 
deaths following high exposure 
to tear gas were alarming enough 
“to warrant a thorough and 
urgent review of IDF use of tear 
gas and an immediate investiga- 
tion into deaths among civilians 
following exposure to tear gas.” 

Israeli authorities do not 
admit anyone has died in the 
occupied territories from (ear 
gas.bu t they a ckn owledge it could 
harm people with health 
problems, the report said.

WASHINGTON, June 22, 
(Agencies): The United States 
has described a new Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
statement on Israel and Middle 
; as construc- 
tor! ta tive. 

“We note the constructive 
tone which the article conveys in 
general as well as some positive 
points," Stale Department spok- 
eswoman Phyllis Oakley told 
reporters. 

Soften 

“If the PLO is serious about 
moderating its positions so as to 
make a practical contribution to 
the peace process it can do so in 
an authoritative way,” she said. 

“We have yet to see such an 
authoritative statement” 


The statement, issued at the 
Arab summit in Algiers and now 
circulating at the State Depart- 
ment, is attributed to Bassam 
Abu Sharif, adviser to PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat 

It appears to soften considera- 
bly the PLO line against Israel, 
endorsing United Nations 
resolutions that assert Israel’s 
right to exist and proc laiming 
that “we (PLO) are ready for 
peace now.” 

It also suggested direct peace 
talks and an internationally- 
supervised referendum on the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip to 
establish whether the PLO 
should represent Palestinians. 

Noting that Arafat has said he 
is ready to answer US questions 
but not through the press, a 


reporter asked Mrs Oakley to 
suggest how the PLO could con- 
vey authoritative statements if 
the US refuses to talk directly to 
it. 

“I think that's a question you 
can raise with them,” she replied. 

Positive 

The Washington Times news- 
paper yesterday quoted uniden- 
tified Palestinian sources as say- 
ing that during his Middle East 
trip, US Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Murphy asked 
senior Saudi officials to ascertain 
if the Abu Sharif article represen- 
ted PLO policy, and the reply was 
positive. 

But Saudi Arabia today 
emphatically denied the 
Washington Times report. 


Saudi Press Agency quoted an 
unidentified Saudi official as say- 
ing that the request by Murphy 
was not made to the kingdom. 

The Saudi source said: “The 
report has no validity." 

Privately, US officials said the 
PLO could satisfy the US 
demand for an ~arrthoritative 
statement by issuingit on official 
PLO letter-head as the United 
States does. 

The recent Beirut fighting bet- 
ween rival Palestinian factions 
has been fanned by Abu Sharif's 
statement. 

It was branded “high treason" 
by five dissident groups who 
broke away from the PLO five 
years ago in a dispute with 
Arafat's policies.

Massachusetts governor holds private talks with Jackson 

Dukakis in search of a running mate 


WASHINGTON, June 22, (AP): 
Massachusetts Gov. Michael 
Dukakis today held private talks 
with Jesse Jackson as he laun- 
ched an “open" search Tor a 
Democratic running mate. 

Some members of Congress 
sayprivatelythatplacingthecivil 
rights leader on the ticket could 
seriously jeopardize chances of 
defeating the Vice-President. 
George Bush. 

Bush, still weeks away from 
having to pick his own running 
mate, is concentrating on rally- 
ing enthusiasm for his can- 
didacy. “I'm convinced we can 
carry the day" despite his poor 
standing in the polls, he said. 

. Bush uttered his prediction in 


a session with the 46 Republican 
senators in Washington yester- 
day. Dukakis emerged from a 40- 
minute meeting with Jackson in 
California and said, “the process 
has now begun” that will lead 
him to pick a running mate. 

Chances 

At the same time, sources, 
speaking on condition of anon- 
ymity. said Dukakis' campaign 
has begun public polling to deter- 
mine which running mate will 
enhance his chances of winning 
the White House. Campaign 
officials have asked Jackson, 
Florida Sen. Bob Graham and 
possibly others to provide back- 
ground material about them- 
selves for review. 


Dukakis and his aides have 
avoided talking publicly about 
the search for a running mate as 
much as possible in part because 
they want public attention 
focused on the campaign's public 
themes. 

Neither Dukakis nor Jackson 
would say exactly what they 
talked about. Nor would the 
Massachusetts governor say 
whether his closest pursuer in the 
primary campaign had asked for 
the No. 2 slot on the ticket. 

Jackson said they discussed 
the vice-presidency “to some 
measure" during the meeting 
and he repeated his assertion that 
“our constituency deserves con- 
sideration.” 


Dukakis didn't say so, but 
sources in Washington disclosed 
that his emissary, Paul Broun tas, 
received strong advice last week 
not to place Jackson on pie 
ticket These sources, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said 
Broun. tas was urged to tell Duk- 
akis that a southerner or wester- 
ner with experience in the areas 
of defence and foreign policy 
would enhance the party's chan- 
ces the most in the falL 

“He was told, ‘you can 
basically write it off in terms of 
the election if you pick Jack- 
son,’” said one congressman 
who met with Broun tas, speak’ 
ing pn condition of anonymity. 

At the same time, sources dis- 


closed Dukakis has asked for 
background information on at 
least two posable vice-presiden- 
tial contenders, .

Children forced into 
world sex market 


LISBON, June 22, (Reuter): 
More than a milli on children are 
kidnapped or sold into prostitu- 
tion in an International sex 
racket worth billions of dollars 
each year, said a report presented 
today to West European justice 
ministers. 

Trafficking in children was 
growing worldwide and was a 
serious problem in Europe and 
the United States as well as the 
Third World, it said. 

Kidnapped 

Justice ministers from the 21- 
member Council of Europe 
debated the report at a two-day 
meeting on a range of legal 
topics, including the leagal 
•implications of the AIDS dis- 
ease. 

- “It is estimated that every 
year, one million children are 
either kidnapped, bought or in 
other ways forced to enter the 
sex-market,” said the report by 
the Norwegian delegation. 

“Those responsible have enor- 
mous financial resources and the 
traffic brings them billions of 
dollars a year,” it said. 

Ministers were discussing in 
dosed-door sessions what joint 
legal measures they could take to 
halt child prostitution and the 
related problem of child por- 
nography, Council of Europe 
sources said. 

But experts said a major 
barrier , to concrete action was 
that the fall extent of the problem 
was not known. 

“It's very important to show 
people the problem exists,” said 
Alf Andersen, a researcher on 
child trafficking for the Nor- 
wegian Justice Ministry who 
wrote the report. 

Andersen said child prostitu- 
tion was a major problem in 
Brawij T hailand and the PhiHp- 
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pines but was far more wide- 
spread than previously believed 
in industrialised countries. 

“Pedophiles are _ very active 
and very dangerous in the United 
States and Europe. They are not 
theold man leeringat children on 
a playground. They are the tea- 
chers and youth leaders.” 

Although child pornography 
had been outlawed in Europe 
since the early 1980s, Andersen 
said the use of modern video 
cameras meant that child por- 
nography was actually on the 
rise. 

’Pedophiles don’t need profes- 
sional pornography any more, 
they are making the films them- 
selves at home and showing them 
to each other,” he said. 

The report said trade in chil- 
dren generally moved from Latin 
America, Asia and Africa 
towards Europe, North America 
and the Middle East. 

Adoption 

Children were bought or kid- 
napped from Third World slums 
by crime organisations or false 
adoption agencies. They were 
sola through middle men to rich 
clients in the north, either to 
work privately or in brothels, it 
said. 

“Extreme poverty is probably 
the most important cause for 
children to prostitute them- 
selves. The existence of 
procurers,; go-betweens, brothels 
and pornography on the other 
hand can be explained the huge 
amounts of money involved,” it 
said. I 

The report said many inter- 
national legal instruments, 
including United Nations con- 
ventions, sought to prevent child 
abuse and most countries had 
legislation outlawing child pros- 
titution and pornography. 


Slippers fetch $165,000 


NEW YORK, June 22, (AF): A 
pair of ruby slippers, preserved 
after Judy Garland skipped 
down the yellow brick road in 
them, sold far $165,000 dollars - 
yesterday during an auction of 
movie memorabilia and other 
collectibles. 

“When our expert asked Him 
(the anonymous buyer) what 
he'd do with them, he said, 
'treasure them,’ “said Lee Anne 
Fahey, spokeswoman for Chris- 


tie’s East, the auction house. 

Later, 96 unpublished colour 
slides of Marilyn Monroe taken - 
in Los Angeles in I945a<fcY-., 
William Carroll sold for$53,955. 

The slides were sold in 16 lots, 
all to anonymous buyers. The 
most expensive, for $6,380, 
featured eight colour studies of 
Miss Monroe, seated on a seaside 
boulder and wearing white susp- 
ender shorts an d a red and white 
T-shirt. 


LONDON. June 22. (API Eth- 
nic minorities continue to suffer 
“severe disadvantages” in 
Britain and the failure to address 
these problems may result in ren- 
ewed inner city tensions, the 
Commission for Racial Equality 
said in its annual report yester- 
day. 

The quasi-government com- 
mission said although progress 
had been made in the fight , 
against discrimination, more 
concrete action needed to be 
taken. 

“Some progress has been 
made in combatting discrimina- 
tion." said commission chair- 
man Michael Day in a statement 
accompanying the report. “Ins- 
titutions, employers, trade 
unions and members of the gen- 
eral public arc more aware of the 
issues, and policies are beginning 
to reflect a greater concern for 
equal opportunities in all areas of 
life. What we now need is the 
tenacity to translate fine ideas 
into good practice.” 

Alienation 

He said, “members or ethnic 
minorities continue to suffer 
severe disadvantage in our 
society. Urgent attention is 
required in the fields of educa- ■!:, 
tion , employment and housing .. . 

“Failure lo do this would gen- 
erate the kind of stress and alien- 
ation that has erupted within our 
inner cities in recent years," be 
said. 

The report said Mrs That- 
cher's pledge to place inner city- 
regeneration higher on the 
political agenda was laudatory, 
but said “social justice and 
specific policies lo combat racial , . 
discrimination are decisive for 
the effectivencs? of any strategy ' 
for the inner cities."

nations at $556,500. 

The document, dating from 
November 1 986, took 
estimates of inflation into 
account, and provided figures 
in anticipated 1988 dollar 
values. 

The figures were provided to the 
AP afterit requested informa- 
tion on thecosi of tbe session, 
which has attracted delegates 
from more than 86 of the 1 59 
UN member nations. 

Many of those delegations 
addressed the General 
Assembly, and all arepresent- 
tng position papers and gen- 
erating news releases, which 
produce a blizzard of 
documents and require a 
small army of translators and 
secretaries. 

Records 

At tbe special session itself, the 
largest single budget item was 
for documentation — $1.18 
million.

Four cousins Turkish police

Two other members — 
Khaled A1 Jadou and Hussein A1 
Tawahin — were each jailed for 
10 years with hard labour.

■hard labour, - 
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ANKARA, June 22, (AP): Police 
today were holding a Turkish 
journalist who reported pre-trial 
testimony of a man accused of 
trying to assassinate Premier 
TurgutOzal.

King Fahd opens water 
supply project for Makkah 


JEDDAH, June 22, (AP): King 
Fahd yesterday inaugurated a 
major desalination project which 
will pump 35 million gallons of 
water into Makkah daily, greatly 
increasing the kingdom's vital 
water supply during the annual 
pilgrimage. 

Another 1 5 million gallons will 
go to' the summer resort city of 
Taif. 

The project costs 1.5 billion 
rivals (S400 million). It is part of 
a massive development scheme 
to organise facilities for an 
estimated two million- Muslims 
who converge on Makkah and 
neighbouring Medina -Tor the 
annual Haj to Islam's holiest 
shrines. 

Four large tanks, which can 
hold 50,000 cubic metres of 
water, were constructed at Mak- 
kah while tanks with a capacity 
for 25,000 cubic meters were 
biiill in Taif. 


The project, situated along the 
Red Sea, 70 miles (110 kxns) 
south of the port city of Jeddah, 
will also generate 325,000 kil- 
owatts of electricity. 

Abdul Rahman AI Sheikh, 
Minister of Agriculture and 
Water, told the local press that 
the plant was one of the biggest 
projects constructed by the 
Saline Water conversion Cor- 
poration. of which he is also 
president. 

The kingdom, which claims to 
be the world's largest producer of 
desalinated water, currently has 
22 plants with a total capacity of 
550 million gallons of water per 
day. 

Four projects, ind uding a 2.4- 
billion-nyal (640-mi lli cm -dollar) 
plant in the mountainous Asir 
region, are under construction. 
They will supply the kingdom 
with another 30 million gallons 
of water each day.

Iraq recaptures

BAGHDAD. June 22, (Reuter): 
Iraq said today it had recaptured 
four strategic mountain peaks 
and 20 other heights in three days 
of fighting with Iranian forces in 
northeastern Iraq. 

A high command commun- 
ique read over Baghdad Telev- 
ision said troops of the First 
Army Corps launched a “sweep- 
ing offensive" at midnight on 
Monday in the rugged Kurdish 
area. 

They had driven the Iranians 
from strategic areas captured by 
Iran three months ago near the 
northeastern city of Sulayman- 
iyah. 

The communique said Iraqi 
troops recaptured Safra and Bas- 
awa and the strategic mountains 
ofKarda Rash and Parda Sour, 
along with surrounding peaks. 

' Air raids 

The communique said the 
attack continued a major offen- 
sive, code-named Muhammad 
Rasoul -Allah, which Iraq laun- 


heticopter guns hips and by heavy 
artillery shelling, tt said. 

It said three days of fierce figh- 
ting ended with Iraqi forces fully 
controlling the lesser Zab River, 
which flows along the border 40 
miles (65 km) north of 
Sulaymaniyah, and the surroun- 
ding area. 

Iraq and Iran have fought 
several fierce battles in the 
Mawat area over the past two 
years and Iran said its forces cap- 
tured hundreds of square km of 
territory there in a March offen- 
sive. 

The Iraqi communique said: 
“Our forces, fighting heroic bat- 
tles, climbed peaks killing and 
wounding very large numbers of 
Iranian troops and capturing 
others while the rest fled." 

Iraq has reported recapturing 
about 40 strategic mountains 
and peaks in the region since 
launching the June 14 offensive.

US warship rescues

A US warship rescued six Greek 
seamen in the northern Gulf after 
their small supply boat took on 
water and sank due to an internal

There was no evidence the ship 
had been attacked or hit a mine, 
A US Navy spokesman in the 
Gulf said. 

The oil rig supply ship, iden- 
tified by shipping sources as the 
Greek-registered Nada but 
named by the Navy as the 
Notora, radioed a May Day dis- 
tress call at 10.54 p.m. (1954 
GMT) on Tuesday, the Navy 
spokesman said. 

The USS Halsey, a guided mis- 
sile cruiser, arrived in the vicinity 
shortly after midnight and res- 
cued the entire crew of six from a 


lifeboat. 

The Greek crew said the ship 
had suffered unspecified “inter- 
nal problems” before it sank. 
The captain said in a radio mes-

THE department of environ- 
mental and earth sciences at the 
Kuwait Institute for Scientific 
Research (KISR) in a report dis- 
closed that the department 
would soon commence work on a 
series of vital projects dealing 
with research on underground 
water resources.

and the Kuwait PublicTransport 
Company. The findings ot the 
study gave valuable insight into 
providing a suitable course of 
action. 

The report further staled that 
two projects were completed by 
the department last year, one, 
involved a survey of under- 
ground water levels in Kuwait 
undertaken on behalf of the Min- 
istry of Electricity and Water and 
the other was an assessment of 
sand and aggregate quantities in 
Kuwait. 


TECHNICAL and professional 
services arc imperative for any 
country's development process 
and therefore society; should 
encourage youths to actively par- 
ticipate m these so-called manual 
activities. 

Kuwaiti youths have been 
accused of unwitting to acquire 
these technical skills as they 
believe these to be of a demean- 
ing nature. 

To get a better insight into the 
issue, a local daily interviewed a 
number of youths. Some said, 
society tended to look dis- 
favourably on those working as 
technicians and work related to 
manual efforts. Others, believed, 
this phenomena was directly the 
result of Kuwaiti youth being 
very affluent whjch’caused lazi- 
ness and no incentives for under- 
taking hard work. Others said 
these professions were looked 
upon as a “poor man’s profes- 
sion.” 

A number of car repair shop 
owners said that Kuwaiti youths 
did not see themselves as getting 


dirlv doing work, that would 
project an image of a labourer 
They went on to add that 
Kuwaiti youths should realise 
that Kuwait is for Kuwaitis and 
the day is not far off when they 
wifi have to take the reins of all 
work into their own hands — 
once the expatriates leave the 
country. 

Adel Abdul Mehsin A1 Kayal 
called upon Kuwaiti youths'— 
especially those that did not have 
the opportunity or for any 
reasons were unable to complete 
their higher education to actively 
take up technical professions. He 
believed that technical jobs had a 
much better future and were 
more needed for the betterment 
of Kuwait than desk held jobs. 

Abdul Salam Jossem said, as a 
general rule, Kuwaiti society 
prevented Kuwaiti youths from 
entering the technical profession 
due to the social stigma attached 
— families refused to give their 
daughters in marriage to 
Kuwaiti youths engaged in these 
professions.

Uprising creates 
worry for Israel

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
( AP): Social scientists say the six- 
month-old Palestinian uprising 
in the occupied lands is creating a 
worrisome atmosphere of 
violence and insensitivity in 
Israel. 

Repeated scenes on television 
of Palestinians throwing stones 
and being beaten by soldiers are 
contributing to more violence in 
labour disputes and demonstra- 
tions, according to the scholars 
and researchers. 

Assault 

Early this month, hundreds of 
protesters stormed past police 
gua rding the F inance M inis try i n 
occupied Jerusalem, broke open 
the massive front door and made 
frightened office workers sit 
quietly while they smashed win- 
dows and furniture. 

Police summoned reinfor- 
cements and drove the protesters 
out with wooden clubs and tear 
gas. The 500 attackers, Jewish 
employees of the Beit Shemesh 
Engine Factory, wanted the 
government to bail out the finan-

More than 200 Palestinians 
have been killed — most shot or 
beaten to death by soldiers — in 
what has come to be called the 
intifada, the Arabic word for 
uprising. Four Israelis have been 
slain. 

Avi Diskin, a Hebrew Univer- 
sity political scientists, say the 
uprising is focusing the Nov 1 
parliamentary electron on how to 
treat the 1 .5 million Palestinians 
and whether to trade land for 
peace. 

“This year, for the first time, 
the campaign may be fought over 
the genuine national question: 
Israel's future and permanent 
borders," he said. 

Fear 

Liberals fear Israel will lose its 
democratic ideals if it continues 
ruling Pales tinians without giv- 
ing them equal rights. They also 
say, however, that giving them 
equal rights would threaten 
Israel’s Jewish character. 

Thetwomajor political parties

Vicious circle of 


despair in Haiti

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico,(AP): 
Haitians saw their aspirations 
for democracy shattered with the 
military ouster of civilian 
President Leslie Manigat in the 
latest example of almost unin- 
terrupted Army rule since 
independence in 1 804. 

Li. Gen. Henri Namphy for- 
med a military government and 
declared himself president on 
Monday, only a Few hours after 
easily deposing of Manigat in a 
coup. 

The Army's latest takeover 
emphasised to Haitians that little 
has changed since they ran 
joyously through the streets on 
Feb 7, 1986 celebrating the exile 
o f Prcsident-for-Iife Jean-Claude 
Duvalier. 

Manigat, a political scientist, 
was elected on Jan 17 in fraud- 
riddled elections that were never- 
theless the first with even a sem- 
blance of freedom in almost 30 
years. 

Though Manigat, 57, was 
accused of being a military pup- 
pet, he promised to reorganise 
the 7,000-man Army and use it to 
help develop the western hemis- 
phere's poorest country . 

Control 

Last week Manigat tried to 
assert civilian control over the 
military, a rare move in Haiti 
which even some of his critics 
applauded asdemonstratingthat 
he was not under Army control. 

He began on Wednesday by 
overruling a decision made by 
Namphy. military commander- 
in-chief, without consulting the 
president. On Friday, Manigat 
tired Namphy and pul him under 
house arrest for insubordina- 


tion. 

On Sunday, when Manigat 
sought to transfer many of Nam- 
phy’s allies to lesser posts, the 
Army rebelled, and returned 
Namphy to power. 


Namphy, who presided over 
the three-man junta that ruled 
Haiti for two years between 
Duvalier’s flight and Manigat’s 
inauguration, quickly appointed 
his own cabinet and said he 
would rule by decree, invalidat- 
ing all laws that went against his 
orders. 

Two years earlier, Na'aphy 
had raised hopes by promi'.mg to 
restore democracy and hand 
over power to a freely elected 
government. He released 
political prisoners and said he 
would try to recover millions of 
dollars stolen by the Duvaliers, 
who left the country's economy 
and agriculture in ruins. 

But his 24 months at Haiti's 
helm were riddled with con- 
stitutional violations, assassina- 
tions of political leaders, 
peasants end demonstrators, 
arbitrary arrests and little change 
in the living conditions of the 
hungry and homeless masses. 

Killed 

In June his government tried 
to take control of the elections, 
and in July his troops killed more 
than 100 demonstrators deman- 
ding his departure from govern- 
ment. 

On Nov 29, mooLhs of enth- 
usiasm and joy at the prospect of 
holding the country's first gen- 
uinely free elections were shat- 
tered in a nightmarish orgy of 
blood and death. 

While Nomphy’s soldiers 
stood by or helped, armed thugs 
shot ana hacked to death at least 
36 voters who had believed they 
could vote for the candidate of 
their choice. 

The massacre terrorised 
Haiti's 6 million mostly illiterate 
and poverty-striken people into 
silence and provoked outrage 
abroad. When asked to go to the 
polls again Jan 17 in Army- 
supervised balloting, the most 
popular candidates refused to 
run and few Haitians bothered to 
vote. 


school fees 


SIR: A few months ago your 
esteemed newspaper printed a 
report saying that the Educa- 
tion Ministry had allowed non- 
Arab private schools to raise 
their tuition fees by five per cent 
for 1988. 

Recently the New English 
School increased its fees by 15 
per cent for junior to A level 
classes; 10 per cent for infant 
and KG classes. Merit fees 
(what merit?) may also be 
raised this year. According to 
NES’s letter, the fees were 
approved by the Ministry of 
Education, Circular No. OT/ 
ATKH/86/88 dated May 2, 
1988. 

One fails to understand the 
reason behind the Education 
Ministry's approval of such an 
unjustified hike in school fees, 
which were already exorbitant 
At the secondary level, for 
example, annual fees will be 
KD 1,190 plus Merit All- 
owance (KD 25, but may be 
increased). Add school trans- 
port— KD 160 and the total is 
KD 1,375 per year for every 
child. This excludes uniforms, 
which the school has made 
mandatory for students to buy 
at inflated prices from the ins- 
titution. 


With such high fees one 
expects facilities par excellence 
for thepupils. But this is not the 
case. The teacher-student ratio 
is 1:35, the playground is 
ridiculously small for a school 
with 2,000 students and there is 
no swimming pool, which one 
finds in other foreign schools 
charging similar fees. 

We request the Education 
Minis try to take these facts into 
consideration before allowing 
schools to hike their fees.

First-ever visit by a Tokyo minister to the Jewish state 


TOKYO: Japan has made a 
geopolitical discovery — the 
existence of Israel. 

When Foreign Minister 
Sosuke Uno visits Israel this 
week, it will be the firet time any 
Japanese cabinet mini ster has set 
foot there. But, in apparent con- 
tinuing deference to Arab sen- 
sitivities, the Japanese govern- 
ment is playing down the sig- 
nificance of the trip. 


Japan discovers Israel 


For Japan, the flag has foll- 
owed trade. After a decade of 
stagnation, trade between Japan 
ana Israel more than doubled 
from less than $400 million 1985 
to $800 milli on last year, and is 
growing by more than 20 per cent 
so far this year. 

This change is especially nota- 
ble for Japan, a country whose 
companies have been cons- 
picuous in their observance of 
the Arab economic boycott of 
Israel. 

Economic reality, rather than 
ideological conviction, has 
driven Japan’s strongly pro- 
Arab policy. Japanese depen- 
dence on Middle Eastern oil has 


only slightly diminished since the 
1970s. The 300 million Arabs, a 
Foreign Ministry official 
explained, represent a far larger 
market than tiny Israel. “When 
you sell, the population has to be 
counted.” 

Warming 

Japanese and Israeli officials 
cite several factors behind this 
quiet warming of relations. The 
oil glut has diminished the power 
which Arab oil producers have 
over their Japanese consumers. 
The administration of Prime 
Minister Noboru Takeshi t& is 
eager to project a more assertive 
foreign policy, and particularly 
to play a role in helping to settle 
regional conflicts. 

The Japanese are also hoping 
to deflect American criticism of 
their pro-Arab stance. Members 
of the Congress and the adminis- 
tration have publicly rebuked 
Japanese observance of the 


boycott. American Jewish 
organisations have expressed 
concern about a spate of anti- 
Semitic books published since 
last year, a few of them best- 
sellers. Such books Name Jews 
fora variety of evils from the high 
yen to the Chernobyl accident 

Officially, the Foreign Minis- 
try official declared, “It is our 
independent policy, although we 
have to (take into) account so 
many things.” Israeli diplomats 
here also de-emphasize the 
American element behind the 
policy. Still, one diplomat ackn- 
owledges, “We can’t deny that it 
is in the back of their minds. They 
need the American market and 
the American (security) 
umbrella.'* 

Still, the Japanese aren't giv- 
ing Uno's trip much publicity. 
The trip also includes Syria, Jor- 
dan, and Egypt and a possible

Gurkha unrest brings 


terror to Darjeeling

DARJEELING, India, 
(Reuter): First an explosion shat- 
tered the Daijeeling night, then 
two rifle shots and scream. 

A home-made bomb bad 
blown a huge hole in a govern- 
ment building, two men had been 
shot dead and a severed head left 
on display in a plastic bag in the 
local bazaar. 

Daijeeling, the once- tranquil 
“queen of the lull stations,” has 
turned into a battleground and 
by all accounts (he violencecould 
increase. 

Dropped 

Militant Gurkhas, members of 
a Nepadi-speaking people known 
around the world for their 
loyalty and fearlessness, are figh- 
ting for a separate homeland in 
the northeastern Indian tea- 
growing district. 

More than 300 people have 
died in the two-year-old cam- 
paign. Hundreds have been 
injured and at least 2,000 build- 
ings burned or destroyed as the 


Gurkhas campaign against what 
they see as economic and 
political neglect^ 

Tea production has dropped 
and the tourist industry, the 
other major revenue earner, 
ground to a halt. 

In the eye of the storm is Sub- 
has Ghising, former Army radio 
operator, author of Nepali 
romance novels and founder and 
president of the -eight-year-old 
Gurkha National Liberation 
Front (GNLF). 

Ghising, 52, has frustrated 
Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi and West Bengal state 
Marxist chief minister Jyoti Basu 
by alternating between offering 
the olive branch and the gun.

Now he has announced that a 
“do or die” campaign will start 
“at the appropriate ame." 

“Our ultimate aim is Gurk- 
haland, a separate state within 
India,” Ghising told a Reuter 
correspondent who recently 
visited the area. 

Ghising was interviewed at his 


headquarters, which is guarded 
by youth armed with kukris, the 
traditional Gurkha curved short 
sword. 

“We don’t want bread or but- 
ter. We are dying for our political 
identity and political status," he 
said. “Let Darjeeling's economy 
go to hell. Without some suffer- 
ing there can be no 
achievement.” 

Gurkha! and would cover “all 
of Daijeeling district and some 
surrounding, areas, an area of 
2,256 square miles (5,800 sq 
km),” said Ghising.

TORONTO, (Reuter): MQkhafl 
Gorbachev, rated only a passing 
mention in the Toronto summit's 
political declaration, but the 
reformist Soviet leader’s impact 
on world affairs was clear 
throughout the carefully-wor- 
ded statement. 

The president and prime min- 
isters of Britain, Canada, 
France, Italy, japan, United 
States and West Germany 
devoted more than half, of their 
18-paragraph political assess- 
ment to the current state of East- 
West relations. 

In whai officials said was an 
easily-agreed endorsement,' the 
summit lauded . Gorbachevas 
accomplishments on arms con- 
trol and noted progress in human 
rights in the West’s most gen- 
erous and least critical assess- 
ment to date of his Soviet policy 
shake-up. 

“In several important respects 
changes have taken place in rela- 
tions between Western countries 
and the Soviet Union since we 
last met. For our part this evolu- 
tion haS come about because the 
industrialised democracies have 
been strong and united,” the 
declaration said. 

Freedom 

“In the Soviet Union greater 
freedom and openness wiU offer 
opportunities to reduce mistrust 
and build confidence," said the 
statement, the first of two sub- 
stantive documents being 
produced at the annual gather- 
ing. 

US Assistant Secretary of 
State Rozanne Ridgway said: 
“We certainly are saying in the 
whole of the statement that 
change has occurred..., a broadly 
improved relationship." 

She added there was a neiw 
atmosphere anda changed econ- 
omic situation in the Soviet 
■ Union which were favourable to 
the United States and its Western 
allies. 

. A senior British delegate said 
the summit's East-West decima- 
tion was the third leg of a trian- 
gular Western approach to inter- 
national co-operation. “It con- 
firms the strategic relations and 
handling of the new, Gorbachev 
Soviet Union already agreed by 
NATO* and the European Econ- 
omic Community," neadded. 

Praise 

At a rareJNATO summit in 
Brussels only three months ago, 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher coupled warm praise 
for Gorbachev’s domestic and 
foreign policy reforms with a 


stem warning to the Western 
allies to beware the continuing 
Soviet military threat. 

By contrast, the Toronto' 
declaration was lukewarm, say- 
ing of the Soviet military buildup 
in the Far East and conventional 
force superiority in Europe': 
“These threats must be 
reduced.” 

It called on the United States 
and Soviet Union to follow up 
their intermediate-range nuclear 
missile treaty with “deep cuts” in 
strategic offensive arms.

Trail of hats leads to thief 

JACKSONVILLE, Florida : A thief who was tracked down by 
police following his four-block trail of stolen hats was senten- 
ced to 10 years in prison. 

The sentence imposed recently on 27-ry ear-old Lavon King 
was double the state-prescribed guideline. 

Circuit Judge David C. Wiggins said King was a habitual 
offender with a long criminal record. 

King was convicted May 24 of the March break-in of 
Heyman’s department store. 

When King and another man were spotted outside the store 
by police, they began running and tossing away the hats they 
had stuffed under their shirts. A trail of 36 hats led police to 
King. The other man was never arrested. 

Loud snoring causing marital conflicts 

NEW YORK: Loud snoring is capable of causing marital 
conflicts — even leading to divorce — and some loud snorers 
can reach a volume equivalent to the amount of noise made by a 
motorcycle, a West German hospital study shows. 

The study of about 700 patients at the ear. nose and throat 
clinic of the' Rechts Der Isar hospital in Munich, showed that 
one of every seven or eight marriages is seriously threatened by 
snoring, says a report in the newsletter “The Week In Ger- 
many.” 

Werner Mang, the hospital's chief physician, said that snor- 
ing represented health problems as well as an acoustical 
annoyance, in that massive disturbances in the heart and 
circulatory system have been discovered in loud snorers. 

One other finding from the study, says Mang: four times as 
many men snore as women. 

Beauty contestant ‘exposes’ pageants 

SAN DIEGO: A college student says she does not regret 
spending 18 months preparing and plotting to disrupt the Miss 
California pageant and exposing the “severe in dignities” 
pageant participants suffer. 

Michelle Anderson, competing as Miss Santa Crux, pulled 
out a white silk banner reading “pageants hurt all women” just 
as the winner, Marlise Ricardos, was being announced. 

“I wanted to go behind the scenes of pageants and expose the 
lies they promote , ” Anderson told a news conference. She said 


they have to be thin, blond and young. 

“Women suffer severe indignities to try to be beautiful 
according to these standards,” said Anderson. 

Anderson, 21 , a junior at the University of California, Santa 
Cruz majoring in community studies, said she lost her Miss 
Santa Cruz tide and a 3,000 dollar scholarship because of the 
protest.

Mighty Mouse flying high

MIGHTY MOUSE has fallen 
foul of Lhe relentless campaign 
against drug. abuse in- the.- 
United -States, with a media- 
watchdog claiming the 
indomitable cartoon character 
is teaching the nation'schildren 
to sniff cocaine. 

The Rev Donald Wildmon, a 
US version of Mary White- 
house, who heads the Tupelo- 
based American Family 
Association, claims he has 
evidence that Mighty Mouse 
was depicted taking cocaine 
during a three-second scene of 
an episode shown last April. 

In the carton, called The Lit- 
tlest Tramp, Mighty Mouse 
stuffs some crushed flowers up 


his nose to revive his efforts to 
assist Polly —a poor but indus- 
trious flower seller. 

While executives at the CBS 
television network insist that 
. the cartoon is nothing more 
than harmless entertainment. 
Wildmon, a Methodist mini- 
ster, insists it was cocaine and 
not crushed flowers that went 
up the nose of Mighty Mouse. 

“Prior to sniffing the sub- 
stance, Mighty Mouse is down 
in the dumps,” says Wildmon. 
“He reaches into his cape, pulls 
out a substance and sniffs it 
through his nostrils. The next 
scene prtrays him as normal. 

• “CBS must have aired the 
episode to show that cocaine 
helps one overcome feeling 
down.” 


Before making his allega- 
tions Wildmon — who organ- 
ises boycotts of businesses 
which, he claims, sponsor sex 
and violence on televison and in 
magazines — got a state nar- 
cotics officer and a university 
professor to view the scene. 
*‘They were convinced it was 
cocaine,” he says. 

Now he is pressing for the 
dismissal of Ralph Bakshi, 
Mighty Mouse ’sammator, best 
known for his risque Fritz the 
Cat cartoons in the 1970s, and 
Judy Parker, vice-president of 
children's programming at 
CBS. 

CBS has hit bade by accusing 
Wildmon of “fanciful and irre- 
sponsible misrepresentation”, 
while Bakshi said the whole 
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affair "smacks of burning 
books and the Third Reich. It 
smacks of McCarthy! sm. I’m 
not going to get into who sniffs 
what. This is lunacy”. 

But there is no room for 
doubt as far as Wildmon is con- 
cerned. “You don’t sniff a 
bouquet of flowers up your 
nostrils,” he contends. 

And of the possibility that it 
could all be an innocent mis- 
take, he counters: “Noting goes 
on TV by accident.”'

A. He was on the payroll 
of the CIA, and also a big 
honcho in the drug 
business. The latter pastime 
didn’t bother the CIA as 
long as Noriega did his job 
for the agency. 

Q. Why didn’t we bump 
him off earlier? 

A. Because we didn’t 
think he'd give us any 
trouble when we wanted to 
wave goodbye. If we had 
known then what we know 
now, he would have been a 
marvelous part of a cement 
lock in the Panama Canal. 

Q. Why don’t we buy 
him off right away? 

A. The US can’t compete 
in payoffs with the money 
to be made from dealing 
dope. 

Q. Besides the fact that 
he’s a two-bit dictator, 
what else don’t we Eke 


about Noriega? ... 

A. He’s a know-it-all and 
refuses to listen to any 
advice the American 
ambassador gives him.

Q. So if Abrams is 
running the show, how 
does the US get rid of 
Noriega, ruling out war, of 
course? 

A. Who said anything 
about ruling out war?

FAMILY DOCTOR

LIFESTYLE CHANGES HELP 
CURE DIGESTIVE DISORDERS 


QUESTION; I keep gening acid spilling 
back from my stomach. How is it treated? 

ANSWER; The term gastroesophageal 
reflux disease (GERD) refers to an entire 
group of digestive disorders with the symp- ■ 
tom you describe. This acid backflow 
( reflux ) creates a burning sensation or heart- 
bum behind the breastbone lhatoccurs after 
eating or while lying down. This burning is 
caused* by the acid contents of the stomach 
flowing backward into the lower end of the 
esophagus (the tube leading from the mouth 
to the stomach) where it irritates the tissues . 
and creates the pair*. ’ # 

Initial treatment of GERD is con- 
servative. Because the condition involves 
gastric backflow, lifestyle changes may be 
the cornerstone of good therapy. Modifying 
the diet to exclude irritating foods like 
tomato or orange juice may help. Coffee 
frequently is named as a culprit. Decreasing 
or stoppi ng smoking altogether is a Iso help- 
ful. Eating meals well before bedtime and 
elevating the head of the bed are additional 
good lips. When heartburn does strike, the 
use of antacids is appropriate. 


If these measures do not provide lasting 
relief, medications to block add production 
or surgery to '‘tighten’’ the sphincter mus- 
cles of the esophagus may be indicated. 

QUESTION: Can lasers be used to 

Cmclog arteries? 

ANSWER; The first reported use of a 
laser for this type of surgery occurred in 
1984, when an argon laser fiberoptic was 
used to dear debris from an artery in a 
patient’s leg in order to restore circulation 
and save the limb- Since then, laser angio- 
plasty, as it is called, has become an exdting 
non-surgjcal technique for treating many 
conditions, such as heart disease, caused by 
blocked arteries. 

Currently the treatment of choice for 
patients suffering from artery disease is 
balloon angioplasty. Confronted with a 
blood vessel clogged with fatty plaque, a 
surgeon inserts a balloon-tipped catheter 
into the canal, flattening the plaque against 
the vessel walls and relieving the obstruc- 
tion. Initial success rate is quite high, but 
blockage may recurin up to 30 percent of all 
patients. 


The use of lasers, while still experimental, 
offers the prospect of a better and more 
lasting solution because plaque is partly 
vapourized and because there is potentially 
less trauma lo the underlyinglissue. This is 
due to the fact that laser effects on tissue 
occur primarily from heat, not pressure. 

■ In laser therapy, laser light, converted 
into thermal energy, coagulates protein at 
about 60 degrees Celsius, vapourises water 
(which often makes up 70 per cent of the 
vascular tissue) at 100 degrees and disin- 
tegrates fibrous tissue at <400 degrees Cel- 
sius. Any damage to the surrounding area is 
in direct proportion lo the .amount and 
duration of heat. The ’main, problem, 
however, is the correct ’'aiming^' of the 
somewhat inflexible laser catheter. With 
additional research to improve both the 
catheters and the techniques needed to 
improve their ability to clear out arterial 
plaque with safety, this procedure could 
change the way physicians treat atheros- 
clerotic disease.

When the algae left the

< About 435 million yearsr : 
ago, in the Silurian Period, 
a great upheaval in the 
crust of the Earth lifted the 
floors of many seas out of 
the water. This is probably 
what made the sea plants 
transform themselves, in 
order to survive. For hun- 
dreds of millions of years 
they had gone on vegetat- 
ing in the water. When the 
basins dried up and they 
found themselves out in 
the air, they had to change, 
their shape and organs m 
order to adapt to the new 
surroundings. 

Once started, the evolu- 
tion of the plants progres- 
sed rapidly. In little more 
than 150 million years the 
simple, almost micros- 
copic algae became the 
gigantic trees which for- 
med the immense forests of 
the Carboniferous Period. 

To survive in the open 
air, the plants had to 
modify the orgaos on 
which they depended for 
life. The initial transfor- 
mation was rather lengthy 
and we know little about it 
in detail but, as soon as the 
plants had acquired the 
ability to use the oxygen in 
the Earth’s atmosphere, 
they found that conditions 
were perfect for develop- 
ing new forms, more and 
more suited to their 
surroundings. 

The bottom of the sea is 
always rich in the remains 
of plants and animals and 
these form quite a fertile 
soil. When large areas of 
land emerged from the sea 
as the waters retreated, 
they were therefore 
already covered with a 
thick layer of humus, or 
fertilizer, and could 
provide the plants with the

ideal surroundings in 
which to develop. So the 
first land plants thrived 
and within 100 million 
years they had reached 
. enormous proportions, 
forming the first forests. 

When animals with back- 
bones appeared 

The arrival of the ver- 
tebrates — animals with 
backbones — is important 
because it marks the start 
of the development of all 
the higher orders of 
animals, up as far as man. 
The vertebrates, too, first 
appeared in the sea. ' 

• The first ■ being with a 
skeleton with a backbone 
was probably the Aimk- 
tozoo n, of which some fos- 
sil remains have been 
found. Its head was in one 
with its body and its back- 
bone was fairly elemen- 
tary. The first vertebrate 
fish which lived in the 
water were probably 
evolved from it. 

The first fish, like the 
Ainiktozoon, were jawless 
so could not chew. With 
their mouths permanently 
gaping, they were only able 
to swallow tiny prey. 


About 400 million years 
ago,, however, new forms 
of fish, with jaws and teeth, 
made their appearance. 

Their long heads were 
covered with a great many 
bony plates, decorated 
with small knobs, called 
tubercles. Their bodies, 
too, were protected at the 
front by a bony sheath, 
while the tail was free. 

On the whole,, these 
animals were tiny but there 
were also some which were 
gigantic, like the Dinich- 
thys, which measured up to 
6 metres long. There were 
also strange-shaped 
armoured fish s imila r to 
turtles and crabs, like the 
Ahtiarcha. 

Later, unarmoured fish 
also appeared, which 
could breathe with both 
their gills and their lungs. 

This ability proved 
extremely important, as it 
allowed some of these 
ani m als to leave the water 
from time to time, so 
becoming amphibious.

We have to wait until the 
Earth was invaded by the 


plants to find the first 
jf .traces ctf animals capable 
of living out of the water, 
'litis S natpr^IJ^iu^e the 
plant-eaters edrie’ before 
the meat-eaters in the 
chain of life. Without the 
plant-eaters the meat- 
eaters would have no food 
and, before the plant- 
eaters must come the 
plants, which are their 
essential food. 

About 400 million years 
ago the Earth was covered 
with green. Even where the 
ground was rocky and 
barren, algae and Uchens 
had managed to squeeze 
into the cracks, creating a 
base for the development 
of more advanced plants. 
The land was eventually 
ready to support the first 
animals and provide them 
with food and shelter. So 
they came. 

We know for certain, 
although we do not know 
when, that they came from 
the water, leaving the bot- 
tom of the sea to venture 
on to dry land. The first 
land animals were proba- 
bly scorpions , spiders, 
cockroaches and 

millepedes, all descendants 
of the sea-scorpion and all 
quite s imil ar to the modern 
species. 

The wings of the cock- 
roaches were the first to 
beat in the air. Soon other 
little animals learned to fly. 
For the most part they 
were small insects which 
were quite different from 
the present ones, sik& as 
the six winged Stenodic- 
tya, fossils of which have 
comedown to us preserved 
in clay and loam from the 
Carboniferous Period. 
The insects were often 
predators, who roamed the 
primeval forests, hunting 
for other little animals-

BAHRAIN, June 22, (Reuter): 
Oman has issued a royal decree 
to set up its first stock market, 
giving the long-awaited go- 
ahead to a scheme designed to 
boost private business. 

Bankers in Muscat said decree 
53/88, issued late yesterday by 
Sultan Qaboos Bin Said, would 
trigger detailed work on creating 
a market, but it could be a year 
before trading began. 

"Practical details still have to 
be worked out, but the scheme is 
now moving forward,” said one 
banker. 

Gulf states have been pressing 
ahead with plans to foster the 
role of private business and 
diversify their economies from 
overdependence on oil at a time 
of weak world prices. 

The Bahrair government, 
after nearly two years of prepara- 


tion. is now close to opening 
what will be only the second 
stock trading floor in the Gulf 
after Kuwait. 

An experiment with a slock 
exchange in Saudi Arabia was 
broken ofT abruptly after just 
three weeks last year following 
what bankers said were protests 
from conservative religious 
groups opposed to development 
of Western-style markets.

In Oman, detailed work is 
expected to concentrate first on 
setting up a stock market admin- 
istration, while a parallel law is 
being drafted to protect inves- 
tors’ rights.

It did not name countries that 
could benefit, or say by bow 
much. Earlier, French Finance 
Minister Pierre Beregovoy said 
20 sub-Saharan nations would 
initially be eligible for relief, and 
10 other countries might be 
added later. 

Nations with per capita 
income of up to $425, a mere 2.4 
percent of that of the US, qualify 
— if their debt dues are more 


than 30 per cent of their export 
income and they adopt economic 
reforms sponsored by the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Some 28 sub-Saharan coun- 
tries have embraced or plan to 
embrace reforms with the help of 
the World Bank or IMF designed 
to reduce government control of 
their economies.

'construction week,* tbe minister said Iran had also supplied some 
eight billion ca. metres of water to 800,000 hectares of farmland 
since 1979, despite the problems associated with the country’s dry 
efimate. Around 800,000 tons of wheat wonld be produced in the 
current year through ‘dry 1 fanning, he said, while 90,000 hectares 
of land was due to undergo fodder cultivation. Highlighting Iran's 
progress over tbe past nine years, Zaaganeb said that np to last 
March, 40,000 km of rural roads had been baflr in the country 
compared with just 8,000 km before 1979. Around 2.70 million 
rural families were receiving power from the national electricity 
grid, an increase of 45 per cent over die same figure tune years 
ago, he added. The Construction Ministry also plans to build 
seven fishing ports in tbe south of the country following last year's 
purchase of 28 trawlers.

Kuwait’s investment abroad 
stands at about $95b 


KUWAIT, June 22, (AP): 
Kuwait's- surplus petrodollars 
invested ahroad stood' at about 
£95 biilion'at the end of I9S7, 
according to the annual report of 
the .Kuwait Stock Exchange 
released yesterday. 

The stock market's director- 
general, Hesham AJ Oteiba, said 
that Kuwait's income from 
foreign investments formed 60 
per cent of the country’s revenues 
reported in the ofl sector. 

Revenues 

He did not give figures, but 
said that Kuwait’s oil income in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1988 amounted to $6.1 1 billion. 
The oil revenues accounted for 
86 per cent of the country's 
national income, he said. 

“The country's surpluses are 
split into two parts, namely the 
general state reserve which 
amount to S45 billion and the 
future generations fund which 
now includes 550 billion.'' AJ 
Oteiba said. 

The fund is a facility to which 
10 per cent of the country's oil 
income is added every year with 
the aim of enabling the posterity 
to lead a good life in case oil, the 
backbone of the economy, runs 
ouL 

The report said that 35 per cent 
of Kuwait's foreign investments 
are in the United States, and the 
rest is distributed over a wide 


geographical area in Europe and 
Southeast Asia. . 

• "It: said that in addition to 
Britain; West Germany, France. 
Switzerland and Holland, 
Kuwait is now tapping the Span- 
ish market where it has already 
channelled S2.5 billion. 

The report described the Lon- 
don-based Kuwait Investment 
Office, an arm of the Kuwaiti 
Finance Ministry, as “one of the 
most active financial institutions 
in the world.” 

The K10 is coming under fire 
in the United Kingdom for not 
paying taxes to the British gover- 
nment and for its acquisition of a 
22 per cent stake in the giant oil 
firm, British Petroleum. 

Outcry 

Following the outcry in the 
United Kingdom over the KlO’s 
activities, the Kuwaiti Finance 
Minister, Jassim Al Khorafi, has 
set up a three-member panel to 
reappraise the investment 
policies of the public investment 
authority and its subsidiary, the 
K10. The panel is reportedly in 
London for a first-hand assess- 
ment of the KIO’s projects. 

Similar complaints were also 
aired in Spain over the potential 
impact on the management of 
concerned ventures as a result of 
the rapidly increasing Kuwaiti 
shares m several Spanish firms.

Dollar rallies in active European trading 


LONDON. June 22. (API: The 
US dollar rallied in active 
European trading today, buoyed 
by reported West German and 
Japanese condoning of its rise 
and general bullish sentiment. 

Gold prices were lower. 

Foreign exchange dealers said 
■a number or statements in recent 
Idays were taken to mean that 
Japan won't be tightening 
domestic monetary policy or hol- 
ding down the dollar. 

In Frankfurt, they said limited 
dollar sales bv the Bundesbank 
failed to halt the dollar's rise as 
they were » icerpreted as a sign 
that the bank tolerated a further 
rise in the dollar. 

Nervousness 

” But European dealers agreed 
that late in the day there were 
signs of nervousness that the 
currency could slay at its current 
high levels. “People have strong 
jdoubls whether this level can be 
sustained." said one dealer at a 
US bank in Frankfurt. 

In London, a long-awaited 
half-percentage point rise in Brit- 
ish interest rates was announced, 
but the move had only a modest 
impact on the pound, dealers 
said. By late in the trading day. 
the dollar had edged up against 
the British pound, which was 
quoted at SI. 77 10, compared 
with SI. 7855 yesterday.

’ Positive 

“The Americans seem to 
accepta higher dollar for the time 
being because it going to have 
some positive impact on infla- 
tion." said Joachim Zimmer- 
man, chief dealer at Berliner 
Bank. ‘That has encouraged the 
market to try to push the dollar a 
little bit higher," he added. 

The Bundesbank, West Ger- 
many's central bank, sold dollars 
to slow the US currency's rise 
against the mark. It fears a weak 
currency will boost inflation, by 
raising the price of imports. 


The yen slumped. The dollar 
jumped by nearly two yen to 
128.38 yen — the Japanese 
currency's lowt .t value against 
the dollar since March. 

The yen’s decline was for 
mainly technical reasons, as 
dealers moved to buy Deutsche- 
marks with yen to cover previous 
commitments to sell the West 
German currency. Many of 
those previous sales had been for 
yen. 

Dealers said the West German 
central bank's interest rate 
increase — a move aimed at 
buoying the mark’s value — 
meant now was a good time to 
cover those sales commitments 
before the West Germany 
currency rises much further. 

The heavy yen sales in Tokyo 
pushed dollar-yen trades com- 
pleted through brokers up to a 
record S 14.35 billion. The 
previous record was 1 1 .47 billion 
in March. 1987. 

Share prices 

“Japanese investors feel con- 
fident'' about the dollar, said 
Motohide Hongo, joint general 
manager of Sumitomo Bank's 
treasury department in Tokyo. 

On the Tokyo Stock 
Exchange, the 225-share Nikkei 
average slipped 64.79 points to 
27,860.78. 


In Europe, share prices firmed 
slightly. 

London’s FTSE index of 100 
blue chip British shares opened 
5J2 points higher at 1,865.3 but 
eased a couple of points by late 
morning. Investors initially took, 
heart from yesterday’s ga in s on 
Wall Street, where the Dow 
Jones industrial average jumped 
25.24 points to 2,109. 17, dealers 
said. 

Frankfurt's 30-sbare Boersen- 
Zeitung index opened 3.2 points 
higher at 311.13 while tbe Paris 
Bourse indicator rose 0.12 per 
cent. The All Share Swiss index 
rose 5.8 points to 869.54. 

"The dollar is higher again. 
Wall Street rose 25 points but 
most of all US market interest 
rates seem to have stopped ris- 
ing,” a Frankfurt share dealer 
said. • 

Hong Kong’s Hang Seng 
index rose 20.09 points to 
2,703.74 and Sydney’s All- 
Ordinaries index was up 10.5 
points to 1,612.6. 

The dollar’s gains today were 
good news on European bourses, 
where investors fear a weak US 
currency will cut European com- 
panies’ export sales. 

Investors also worry that 
higher interest rates will eat into 
corporate profits by raising borr- 
owing costs and making it harder 


to sell goods on credit. 

Many had worried that other 
nations could follow the lead of 
West Germany and raise interest 
rates this week. 

Worrying 

Investors have beat worrying 
that inflation is oil the rise, 
especially as a drought in the 
North American grain belt is 
threatening this year's harvest, . 
That could send food prices up. 

But while higher interest rates 
are one way of cooling inflation, 
dealers say they are less sure that 
further increases are in prospect. 
Yesterday,, the United States 
reported a modest 0.3 per cent 
rise in consumer prices for May, 
while London money market 
dealers are backing away from 
their previous forecasts that a 
interest rate increase is imminent 
in Britain. 

In Tokyo, where the business 
day ends before Europe's begins, 
the dollar rose I -27 Japanese yen 
to a closing 127.60 yen. Later in 
London, it was quoted higher at 
128.52 yen. 

Gold 

Gold bullion sold in London 
at a late bid of S448 JO a troy 
ounce, down from late yester-

In Zurich, the bid was tbe 
same, $448.50, down from 
$451 .50 late yesterday.

Doubled

r sugar traded well above 40 cents 
p apound. 

» And commodity analysts say 
S die most recent gains in the price 


of sugar are due to a fairly short- 
term supply squeeze. 

“There is always the danger of 
a series of weather-induced 
production shortfalls. For this 
eventuality surplus stocks are no 
longer high enough to prevent a 
full (price) boom," Helmut Ahl- 
feld, head of sugar consultants 
FO Ltcht, said last week. 

Purchases 

Dealers said the recent rise in 
sugar prices is due to heavy buy- 
ing by China and Japan. Buyers 
in both nations are worried that 
torrential spring rains in Cuba 
may mean tight supplies. 

In central provinces of Cuba, 
parts of some roads and railroads 
were washed away in the worst 
floods in 30 years. At least 3,000 
hectares (7,400 acres) of recently 
planted sugar cane were lost, the 
Cuban national news agency said 
on June 9. 

London dealers said China 
bought as much as 100,000 ton- 


nes of raw sugar last week, bring- 
ing purchases so far this year to 
nearly 3.5 million tonnes. China 
and Japan have been big buyers 
on the Thai markeL 

Meanwhile, hot dry weather 
could cut sugar beet crops in the 
Soviet Union and the US Mid- 
west. 

But rising prices may not help, 
sugar producers whose crops are 
not suffering from the weather, 
Ahlfeldsaid. 

Instead, consumers may 
switch to other sweetners. Syrups 
derived from com have been 
increasingly popular with food 

f irocessors. bakers and drinks 
inns in recent years. 

H It is only natural that sugar 
producers and exporters should 
welcome higher prices after such 
a long period oflean prices. Butit 
would be dangerous to lose sight 
of the problems that high prices 
might bring in their train,” Ahl- 
feldsaid. 


US financial markets spar as dollar surges 


NEW YORK, June 22, (Reuter): 
Financial markets staged strong 
rallies today as the dollar surged 
amid optimism that leading Wes- 
tern industrial nations would 
support a higher level for the US 
currency. 

Tbe dollar began rising in Aria 
and Europe after leaders of the 
Group of Seven (G-7) industrial 
democracies, which met in 
Toronto for three days this week, 
said they would support a sligh- 
tly higher dollar. 

To agree 

“The world and the G-7 seem 
to agree the dollar could And a 
home at higher levels,” said one 
currency dealer. 

After die dollar shot up to a 
high of 127.63 yen in Tokyo 
earlier in the day. Bank of Japan 
sources told Reuters that the cen- 
tral bank was not worried by the 
move at this stage. 

The dollar rosein New York to 
128.58 Japanese yen, up steeply 
from 126.43 yesterday, and to 


1.7735 West German marks 
from 1.7553. 

Wall Street stocks made a 
strong start with the key Dow 
Jones industrial index quickly 
surging by 41 points before set- 
tling back to a gain of 34.50 
points at 2,144.03 after the first 
hour of trading. 

Bonds 

Volume on the New York 
Stock Exchange was heavy, with 
45 million shares chang in g hunrtg 
in 30 minutes. 

“The market is very, very 
strong today.” said broker Peter 
Ball an ce of Moore and Schley. 

Prices of US Treasury bonds 
opened sharply higher and then 
extended then gains, boosted by 
a strong rise in the dollar, dealers 
said.

Ronald Reagan and Canadian 
Prime Minister Brian Muironey, 
boosted in stature by recent 
agreements resolving disputes 
over beef and oranges and a new 
aid package fordevelopingcoun- 
tries. 

To ensure a cordial if not warm 
reception at the summit. Japan 
announced on the eve of the sum- 


mit that it was absolving 1 7 of the 
poorest Third World countries 
of S 1 billion in debt over the next 
five years. Japan also rushed to 
conclude an agreement with the 
United States on beef and oran- 
ges, eliminating a major source 
of trade friction between the two 
countries. 

Before leaving for the summit, 
Takeshita indicated Japan was 
no Longer willing to take a back 
seat in international affairs. 

Upset 

“Seen from the international 
perspective, it is fit that Japan has 
gained the status of an economic 
power. 1 believe it is my respon- 
sibility to assert that strength in 
terms of a specific role Japan 
should plav.” 

However, Takeshita also ack- 
nowledged he was a man of few 
words, often content to sit in the 
background working for a con- 
census. This has upset many 
Japanese, who think it is time for 
their country (o take a more 
assertive role. 

Thus, many image-conscious 
Japanese were eager to see what 
kind of reception Takeshita- 
would get in the world arena. 

There was more than a little 
concern when Takeshita got elb- 


owed to the edges during a for- 
mal photograph session for the 
world leaders. Reporters were 
quick to note it was tbe first time 
Japan missed an inside spot in the 
official photo since former Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone 
first managed to place himself 
between Reagan and British 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher at the 1983 Williamsburg 
summit. 

However, any stature he might 
have lost in Japanese eyes was 
regained at the negotiating table. 

Commitments 

Before he left for Toronto, 
Takeshita said he wanted to get 
commitments on further promo- 
tion of macroeconomic policy 
coordination; co-operation for 
the prevention of trade protec- 
tionism; co-operation on the 
debt problem to restore self-sus- 
tained growth to developing 
countries; and a statement on 
policies toward the newly indus- 
trialised economies, formerly 
known as the newly industrial- 
ised countries. 

He also wanted a statement of 
support for the Seoul Olympics. 

The final communique urged 
continued progress toward 
reducing agricultural subsidies; 


called for special attention to 
heavily indebted countries; 
endorsed the free-market econ- 
omics urged by Reagan and 
Thatcher; agreed on reschedul- 
ing the debt of the world's 
poorest countries; and urged 
constructive talks with the newly 
industrialised economies of 
Hong Kong, South Korea and 
Singapore. 

Concern 

Japan was praised for spurring 
domestic demand and urged to 
continue promoting reform in its 
land-use policies. 

The filial communique did not 
include a statement on the sum- 
mer Olympics, partly over con- 
cern about linking politics and 
sports. However, Canadian 
Prime Minister Brian Muironey 
issued a special statement hours 
after tiie summit ended, saying 
summit leaders expressed sup- 
port for the Seoul Games. The 
special statement was issued 
after st re do us prodding from 
Japan. 

It was a symbolic victory for 
Takeshita. who had promised 
Asian leaders he would attend 
the conference as a regional 
representative, not as a world 
leader as his predecessor, Nak- 


asone, had done in previous sum- 
mits. 

At a news conference follow- 
ing the summit. Takeshit&said he 
was happy with the declaration 
on newly industrialised econ- 
omies and said he viewed the 
summit with a “sense of fulfill- 
ment.” 

Another major success for 
Takeshita was something that 
didn’t occur at this year’s summit 
— the Japan-bashing that has 
often preoccupied previous ses- 
sions. 

Takeshita took special stow to 
try to ensure that wouldn’t hap- 
pen this time. 

Initiatives 

In addition to initiatives on 
beef and oranges and foreign aid, 
Japan announced on June 14 it 
was more than doubling its over- 
seas development aid to at least 
$50 billion in the next five years. 

Michihiko Kunihi.ro, chief 
cabinet councillor for external 
affairs, said Takeshita also won 
compliments from several sum- 
mit leaders for Japan’s recent 
success in boosting imports and 
narrowingJts trade surpluses. 

In the end, he said, “Statistics 
talked oh our behalf.”

case against Saudi firm 


BAHRAIN, June 22. (Reuter): 
A US bank has won an 18-month 
court battle against a major 
. Saudi trading firm, raising bank- 
ers’ hopes of a tougher line 
against corporate debtors in 
Saudi Arabia, Gulf-based bank- 
ers said today. 

Tbe court case, filed in Jeddah 
by Chemical Bank against Al 
Sayed Abdullah Mohammed 
Baroom, was decided in the 
bank’s favour last week but the 
bank faces a further legal hurdle 
before the ruling is enforced. 

Bankers said Chemical Bank 
stood to recover about $2.5 
million in outstanding loans, 
part of the company’s far larger 
debt of $80 milhon to 14 creditor 
banks. 

Enforced 

“It is a very positive step ... the 
courts have proved they can 
deliver,” said one banker. “But 
we have to wait to see if the ruling 
is enforced.” 

A senior Baroom official, con- 
tacted by telephone at the com- 
pany's headquarters in Jeddah, 
said he had no knowledge of the 
court’s decision and declined 
comment. 

Bankers said the case was 
decided in the Jeddah Negotiable 
Instruments Committee, a 


tribunal under the wing of the 
Commerce Ministry, but enfor- 
cement had to be sanctioned by a 
Civil Rights Department in the 
Interior Ministry. 

Baroom. a diversified trading 
company, started approaching 
banks earlier this year to work 
out a debt settlement after two 
years of silence during which 
arrears piled up. 

- Bankers said it had offered to 
repurchase debt at 1 5 to 25 cents 
in the dollar or to stretch out 
payments .over 10 years with no 
interest and a two-year grace 
period on repayment of prin- 
cipal. 

Pressure 

Bankers said at the time it 
appeared the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency (SAMA), the 
de facto central bank, was put- 
ting pressure on the company as 
part of a drive to clear up bad 
debt problems in the private sec- 
tor. 

Bankers said the Chemical 
Bank ruling could encourage 
other creditor banks to take a 
tougher line in a series of negotia- 
tions now underway over the 
company’s debt 

“Since the court decision, 
we’re considering withdrawing 
an offer we made to the com- 
pany,” said one banker.

“The policies which we have 
agreed on — both on inflation 
policy and on exchange rate 
policy— may haveconsequences 
for interest rates and interest rate 
differentials,’’ Lawson said, 
adding: “but that is a matter for 
each country to decide for them- 
selves." 

By raising tbe money market , 
lending rate, the Bank of 
England signals British commer- 
cial banks that it wants them to 
raise all their lending rates. 

Obliged 

The National Westminster i 
Bank and Barclays Bank, 
Britain’s biggest and second big- 
gest banks respectively, quickly 
obliged by raising its base lend- 
ing rate to nine per cent from S.5 
per cent. The other major banks 
were expected to follow suit. 

The pound sterling held steady 
al$l .7750 and edged abouta half 
a pfennig higher at 3. 1 430 Deuts- 
che marks. Hie FTSE index of 


100 blue chip British shares was 
hardly changed at 1,866 at mid- 
day. 

After Britain last week repor- 
ted that retail prices in May rose 
far faster than expected, many 
economists had forecast a rise in 
in teresf rates. 

But they said that, while cos- 
tlier- borrowing should cool 
Britain’s credit-financed spend- 
ing boom, higher interest rates 
could also boost the pound by 
increasing the return bn funds 
placed in British bank accounts 
or invested in British bonds.

The West German central 
bank did not say why it boosted 
the rate, but monetary analysts 
and banking sources here say it 
was mainly due to fears of rising 
inflation at home and concern 
about a weakening currency.

Bankers said earlier they felt 
the Central Bank had been high- 
handed in demanding the fees, 
especially since it already 
enjoyed benefits from interest- 
free deposits by commercial 
banks.

JORDAN RALLY was 
undoubtedly one of the best 
rallies ever seen in the Middle 
East region. Making theirsecond 
bid for inclusion in the World 
Championship rally calendar, 
the orga.vzers worked hard to 
strengthen the event in the areas 
which last year’s FISA organ- 
izers had identified as needing 
attention. 

The rally stages covered vastly 
differing types of surface, from 
tarmac roads in the mountainous 
north of the country, to desert 
stages in the south, and was a 
good deal more interesting than 
standard Middle East fare, for 
drivers and spectators alike. 

Anyone who saw the tiny and 
inexperienced group of organ- 
izers who worked on the Kuwait 
International in March should 
turn to take a look at how the big 
dubs do it. This will in itselfhigh- 
light Lhe lack of support and 
resources the Kuwait event 
struggles under. 

Managed 

Jordan has long been the 
strongest and most vibrant of 
Middle East Motorsports clubs, 
and has managed to evade much 
of. the feuding and bad feeling 
experienced in many Gulf clubs, 
notably Kuwait and recently, 
Dubai. 

Headed by Derek Ledger, for- 
merly co-driver to King H ussein, 
the Jordan RAC exercises a 
strong control over the event and 
co-ordinates the activities of a 
staggering number of volunteers. 
Ledger has been the General 
Manager of the RAC in Jordan 
for 22 years, and has been organ- 
izing rallies in the kingdom for 
almost as long. 

This year's event was the 
eighth international held in Jor- 
dan, and had many of the same 
people working on its organizing 
committee as served in recent 
years. 

Press From all over the world 
attended the Rothmans spon- 
sored event, and worked within

an office consisting of some 39 
personnel, who had either 
worked in the press office in for- 
mer years, and had built up their 
experience in that way, or who 
had been flown in from the UK 
especially to assist. Last year 1 
was one of 86 local and foreign 
reporters, who, along with 4 TV 
channels and 4 radio stations, 
covered the rally. This year the 
number had grown considera- 
bly, to include representatives of 
all major motorsports publica- 
tions. as well as personnel from 
national newspapers of the 
stature of The Daily Mail. 


More importantly to the run- 
ning of the rally, there were 
iiterally hundreds of marshalls, 
from different areas of Jordan 
working together under the 
leadership of chief Marshall Ziad 
Louza. 

Sadly, if Jordan fails to achieve 
the World Championship status 
it seeks, it will be more as a result 
of FISA’s lack of interest in the 
Middle East region and non- 
French speaking rallies than- 
through any fault of its own. 
Drivers, organiziers, pressmen 
and FISA observers alike were 
unanimous in agreeing that it is a 


better rally than many currently 
included in the World Cham- 
pionship calendar. 

, However, circles made FISA 
suggest that the ruling body for 
the sport is aiming to cut back the 
number of rounds ratherjhau to 
increase them, and that with 
strong pressure groups in other 
countries who would like to 
attain, or to retain a place, Jor- 
dan is not likely to standachance 
jn the immediate future. Tills is a 
great shame for the sport in the 
region and it is greatly to be 
hoped that this policy will not 
prevail. 


In the meantime, Lhe various 
clubs in the Middle East curren- 
tly organizing rallies, should do 
their utmost to ensure that their 
organizers attend and are 
familiar with the work done in 
the Jordan Club. 

It is foolish in the extreme not 
to learn from one's neighbours. 
Wael Khoury of the *KT Club 
travelled to Jordan at his own 
expense in order to see the rally at 
first hand and it is to be hoped' 
that this constructive approach 
will be echoed by other members 
of the organization in future.

LendL, who has said he would 
trade any of his three US Open or 
three French Open titles for the 
Wimbledon championship, 
dropped the first set 5-7. 

Cahill. 22, had Lhe only break 
in that set. for 15 in the I2lh 
game, when Lendl netted a fore- 
hand while intercepting an 
attempted pass down the line. 

But the Czechoslovak, who 
lives in Greenwich, Connecticut, 
loosened up in the second, win- 
ning it 6-2, and won the Lhird set 
6-4. 

Frustration 

He broke the Australian to go 
2- 1 up in the third game of the 
fourth seU but suffered a tense 
moment in the eighth when he 
went down 15-40. An outburst of 
frustration earned him a code 
violation warning for unsports- 
manlike conducL 

He saved both break points, 
however, the first with a service 
winner and the second with a low 
volley. Cahill held his serve in the 
ninth, leaving Lendl to serve out 
For the match 5-7, 6-2, 6-4, 6-4. 

Boris Becker. Wimbledon 
champion in 1985 and 1986, 
advanced with a 6-3, 6-4, 6-4 
triumph over second-round 
opponent Karel Novacek of Cze- 


choslovakia in a match so 
dominated by service that it 
offered little opportunity to 
assess the German's all-round 
form. 

Ironically, Novacek was the 
last man beaten by Becker at 
Wimbledon, in the first round 
last year. In the next round, 
Becker suffered a shock defeat at 
the hands of Australian Peter 
Doohan. 

Becker will face American 
Sammy Giammalva in the third 
round. Giammalva defeated 
Czechoslovak Milan Srejber in a 
topsy-turvy game 1-6, 64, 6-2, 1- 
6,6-3. 

Becker's compatriot Steffi 
Graf, top-seeded in her search 
for her first Wimbledon title, 
made quick work of France's 
Karine Quentrec 6-2, 6-0. 

Graf wrapped up her rapid- 
fire demolition job over lucky 
loser Quentrec in 34 minutes on 
an outside court. 

The powerful West German, 
halfway to a grand slam after 
titles at the Australian and 
French Opens this year, opened 
with an ace and love game, but 
was quickly brought to earth as 
Quentrec struck back to hold her 
serve for 1-1. 

Graf, getting used to a slow 
court No.3, soon found her lethal 
rhythm, dropping only one more 
game in the match toallowQuen- 
trec to advance to 4-2 before 
shutting the door.

“Graf for me was always 
someone you admired on telev- 
ision," said Quentrec, who got 
into Wimbledon only as a last- 
minute replacement for Italian 
RafTaella Reggj who pulled out 
with a back injury.

Dutch celebrate victory over West Germans 


AMSTERDAM, Holland, June 
22, (UPI): The Netherlands was 
engulfed by the “orange wave" 
today as tens of thousands of 
fa ns celebrated the Dutch 2-1 vic- 
tory over Wesi Germany in their 
European Soccer Championship 
semifinal last night. 

Exuberant fans hugged 
policemen in Amsterdam, girls 
on bicycles rang bells and sang 
“Mar-co van Bas-ten", the 
Dutch player who scored his 
fourth goal of the 1988 cham- 
pionships in the closing minute 
of the match in Hamburg, put- 
ting the Netherlands into Lhe 
final. 

Over 400,000 had applied for 
80.000 available tickets, prompt- 
ing a brawl at the Dutch FA 
headquarters a week before the 
match. 

However, the afTicionados left 
behind didn't slini on their 
celebrations. In Amsterdam 
public transport became 
hopelessly entangled in the 
streams of cheering people. 

It was the first lime in 32 years 
thal the-Ncihcrlands had beaten 
West Germany, and for a lot of 
fans the revenge victory provided 
as much satisfaction as the pros— 
pcct of the Netherlands' first 
European title. 

We beat 
the Gerries. ’ , dne man shouted as 
he jumped up and down on his 
balcony in Amsterdam. 

The Dutch last beat West Ger- 
many 32 years ago. when soccer 
legend Abe Lenstra scored twice 
for the Netherlands.
